The camp ground Is located oh.a tract of 


elglity acres of rolling" prairie land, lying a 
quarter of a mile east ot the old fair grounds. 
This tract Is a quarter of a mile wide ("id half 
a mile long, aud within llsjllnes was laid the 
camp, measuring l,ioi)xi!,200 feet, and lying 
due east and west.
